Downing Sends Hot Answer to Burkhardt, Characterizing 


Cha/ges as Trumped-up—Says It's Impossible 


to Get Fair Hearing 


Declaring that he will fight the ouster proceedings brought 


against him and characterizing the action of Mayor Burkhardt 
as discourteous and ungentlemanly, Frank A. Downing, civil 
service commissioner, mailed his answer to the mayor last night. 
Downing went ihru the list of charges and said all were false. 
He declared that he wanted a hearing, but said he felt that the 
mayor's mind was made up and that he could not have a fair 
and impartial trial. He says it will be for the public to judge.

Follow me a little further. 
In January, 1903. several months be- 


fore Benedetto's body was found in tho 
barrel, three Italians were arrested i-i 
the

Isadoro Crocervera, Salvatore Romano 
and Giuseppe DePriema. The latter 
was the brother-in-law of the barrei- 
murder victim. The three men were 
apprehended by the local police in 
Yonkers on the charge of passing1

National Iron Bank of Jlorristown. 
New Jersey, the secret service men 
were well aware that these notes were

Morello gang. 


When I was called into the case the 


Yonkers police, who made the arrest, 
told me that the three men were ac- 
companied by another Italian, a shore 
fellow, who grot away.
